With regard to the smelting company, he had taken a great interest 
in this, convinced, as he was, it would not only be a paying concern, per se, but that 
it would be of great assistance to this company. In Chili smelting had always been 
profitable, although the smelter had to borrow money from the merchant at an exor- 
bitant rate, and pay high commissions. They had a great ex in smelting in 
another company; and Mr. Thomas, who bad been at Alten, was well yualified for 
the position he had undertaken. The smelting company was formed under the L 
mited Liability Act. A iarge amount had been subscribed, so that they only 
required a very smallsum. He, as well as several of the directors, was very largely 
interested in it, and he could cordially recommend it to the notice of the preprietors. 
He had every reason to believe that the three associations wou!d materially benefit each 
other.

A WEEK IN DEVON.—No. II. 

What is called the Emma Extension is a very large tract of mineralised 
ground, not yet divided into setts, though its space would suffice for at least 
five or six extensive mines. The majority of the lodes are copper- bearing, 
and have the same east and west direction as the Emma great lode. There 
are, however, caunter lodes and cross-courses running through the setts. 
Most of them, in common with nearly all the mines in this locality, possess 


the important feature of having water-power available for all purposes; 
this is a boon that can scarcely be over-estimated in mining, particularly 
in districts so remote from fuel, the carriage of coal being a heavy item 
in the cost-book, to say nothing of the original cost of the engines, and 
continually recurring charges for engineers, enginemen, &c. 

This piece of ground, to which it appears sttention is about to be di- 
rected, is situated on the range of junction of the Dartmoor granite and 
the killas. At one point, where the rocks overlie each other, is a vast tin 
lode, denuded by a rivulet from the hills, which forms a considerable tributary to the 
River Dart; the size of the lode has not yet been ascertained, though it is evident the 
ancients have been at work on the back of it. From this place, on the one hand to- 
wards the hills, and on the other towards the town of Buckfastleigh, the old men 
(streamers) have wrought for miles in search of tin. On this lode they most certainly 
had what in Wendron and other tin streaming districts, where the backs of lodes are 
denuded by their works, would be called a streamer’s “hatch ’—that is, a place on 
which they sunk on the lode as o~- as the water level would permit. At Porkellis 
Moor, on tle lodes of the Porkellis United, Wendron Consols, and other mines, these 
remains of old works are very extensive; thousands of pounds worth of tin have been 
derived from these sources—indeed, they indaced those extensive setts to be reworked, 
and that with great success. In many other parts of Cornwall! the same evidences 
have been prodactive of similar results. At Halloon, near the Indian Queen’s, on the 
Fut-work lode, a man named Penaluna, in streaming, came across a rich bunch of tin, 
on which he sunk a hatch, or pit, from which in a brief period he raised sufficient tin 
to render him above poverty during life. The evidences at this part of the Emma 
Extension are so palpable that it is surprising no attempt has been made of late years 
to prove its real worth, particularly as it is easily to be accomplished. The lode is 
fally 10 fms. wide, composed of capel, quartz, flookan, with tin in it, veins of killas, 
highly mineralised, stained with iron throughout, and is of a similar character to 
many of the great Cornish tin lodes in similar situations, Not far from this the “ old 
men” also made great excavations on the back of an east and west lode; if they 
had not some produce of value to have encouraged them, they certainly would not 
have wrought to the extent they have done. No effort, however, bas been made to 
prove this ‘* goffan,” or great space, a term applied in many instances to large works, 
as at the Dowgas Mine, where, to a huge excavation on one of their immense lodes, 
the term *‘goffan” is applied. On the walis and edges of the excavation fine cubic 
maundiec may be broken, and the ground is highly mineralised by iron, bat not suffi- 
eiently so a8 to induce the supposition it was ever wrought for that mineral; the na- 
tural deduction is, therefore, that it was worked ancienily for copper. This idea is 
more than probable, as in all the east and west copper lodes hereabout ore has been 
found at or near the surface.

Mr. Poland, 
the barrister, appeared in support of the prosecution, Mr. Humphreys, jan., for 
the defendant, and Mr. Albert Tarner on behalf of the assignees of the defendant's 
estate. Mr. Lewis appeared for several shareholders, and said that it was only fair 
to state to the complainant that, in the event of any charge being eubstantiated 
against the defendant. he should ask the Lord Mayor to place the complainant by 
bis side, a« it was upon the settlement of accounts as vouched by him, as one of the 
anditors of the company, that his clients were induced to make certain payments. 
It appeared, from a very lengthened examination, that the account disputed was pre- 
sented at a meeting held Nov. 27, 1857, that the sum of 35/. 9«. 0i¢d., entered as 
Mr. Thomas Martin for timber, was not paid. On the other hand, it was contended 
that the defendant had credited himself for calls whieh he had not received. In the 
course of the examination it was elicited that the complainant had been offered his 
debt (500/.) in full, but had refused it, to prevent the defendant annulling his 
bankruptcy. The Lord’ Mayor said, ae it was the first case of a prosecution under 
the Fraudulent Trustees Act, and as it was most important, not only to the public 
but to the parties interested, he should remand it fora week.

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Remarks,—Gloominess prevails in nearly all branches of the metal 
market, and to such an extent has it spread that to effect contracts con- 
siderable sacrifices must generally be submitted to; nevertheless, reduc- 
tion in fixed prices seems to be of little avail just now, as merchants have 
no disposition to transact business at anything like terms approaching 
present rates; and constant alterations in quotations tend only to create 
distrust, great want of confidence being manifested by consumers, ship- 
pers, and speculators. The indifferent state of the markets in America, 
India, and Australia are, of couree, in great measure the cause of the exist- 
ing flatness in the home trade. A speedy revival would be very acceptable. 

Coprsr.—The demand continues very limited, both for cake and manu- 
factured. The consumers in Birmingham are fairly in stock, and ship- 
pers are unwilling buyers above Is. per lb., and even at this price, under 
circumstances, consignments would probably be of no great importance. 

Inon.—Our market is without animation; prices remain about the 
same as previously reported. In Scotch pigs there is a slight decline, 
m.n. being now quoted at 56s. 6d., g.m.b, 

Lgap.—A few parcels have been sold, but the price has not in any way 
improved, sellers having rather to meet buyers. 

Spsiter.—So little enquiry has been made for this metal that it is dif- 
ficult to quote a positive price; at 26/. 10s,, however, it appears business 
might be transacted. The quantity arrived within the last two months 
has been trifling, the market, consequently, is not preesed with any par- 
ticular lot offering for sale. 

Try.—On the 13th inst. the smelters of English tin announced a re- 
duction of 67. per ton on blocks, bars, and refined, and at the same time 
an alteration in the rate of discount, from 2$ per cent. to 1 2-3ds.; a more 
extraordinary, ridiculous, and complicated rate could scarcely be imagined, 
the only wonder being that whilst they were about it they did not reduce 
it to parts of thirty-seconds, just to prove to the public the scrupulousness 
observed in their arithmetical calculations, and the great care and con- 
sideration bestowed in adjusting prices current. Fortunately, some of the 
smelters deviated, and exercised discretion in objecting to these terms, es- 
pecially as the market just now demands greater liberality than other- 
wise, to induce business if possible; consequently, a division existing 
among the sellers, and one or two stating firmly that they should continue 
to allow 23 per cent., brought the others to book, and thus ends one of the 
most absurd rates of discount ever proposed on metals. These niggardly 
smelters would do better to consider the time that it would take to reckon 
such rates, when estimates are prepared, &c.; and, in future, they will be 
pleased to confine themselves to rates carried out in common interest tables. 
Banea and Straits have been dull of sale—prices nominal. 

Trn-PLates are easier; IC coke caa be bought from first hands at 28s, 

Sreei.—A fair business has been done in foreign, and the market is firm 
at 217, 10s. and 22/. Swedish keg, equally assorted. 

QuicksiLver.—Stocks are becoming very light, and one of the prin- 
cipal sellers has closed the books against selling any further quantity. 


Liverroot, Marcu 18.—The past week has been one of considerable 
dulness in the metal market, there being no exception whatever with re- 
spect to any description, all kinds alike having evinced signs of weakness, 
and a tendency to reduced rates. The orders for manufactured iron are 
atill limited, although the demand from the United States is gradually in- 
creasing. The improvement is slow, but it is to be hoped that it will be 
permanent and satisfactory. For India and the Continent orders have 
been, if anything, rather more plentiful. Thetransactions in Scotch pig- 
iron have been but few, speculation apparently being for the time dor- 
mant. Prices have somewhat fluctuated, and may be quoted 1s. per ton 
lower than on this day week; the market closes to-day with more enquiry, 
at full prices, as quoted. There is a decrease in the shipments this week, 
the total being 8967 tons, against 11,051 tons for the corresponding week 
of last year. In tin, both foreign and English, business has been much 
circumscribed, sufficient merely for immediate and pressing requirements. 
Some transactions have taken place in tin-plates at rates in favour of 
buyers. This article is not by any means looking healthy, the legitimate 
demand being almost nominal. Copper is dull, and difficult to dispose of 
at current rates; the recent reduction in prices has not had the effect of 
increasing the demand, but, on the contrary, has producod the impression 
in some quarters that a further fall in value is not beyond reasonable pos- 
sibility.

business to transact at prices of the day, to give satisfaction to their clients, 
These agents or brokers complain, and seemingly with justice, that after 
executing an order at a fair aud close market price, the chances are that, 
just before the book is closed, the very dealers of whom stock may hare 
n purchased will quote considerably lower than “y 4 have sold at, 
or vice versa, making it appear as though the market c directly con 
trary to what, perhaps, it did in reality. Other special cases illustrative 
of the working of the present system have been forwarded to us by several 
correspondents, and we may refer to them hereafter. In the meantime, 
we are glad to hear that a movement is in contemplation among the prin- 
cipal brokers and dealers to protect themselves, in remedying, if possible, 
the defects complained of, and of giving a better tone altogether to the 
mining market.

The low level has 
been driven from the flat at the foot of the hill, cutting three of these veins. The high 
and south levels have been driven throug: to the eastern vein, and a number of shafts 
communicating with these have been sunk at different points. Both the east and west 
veins had been worked at the surface before the company commenced their operations, 
and the quartz had yielded well. Ata trial shaft at the south end of the ground the 
vein has proved good, and Mr. Thompson considered there was a fair prospect of its 
yielding a large amount of paying quartz above water level, and retaining its produc- 
tiveness to a considerable depih. No attempt has yet been made to raise quartz from 
below the water leve! ; but to this depth the veins show no symptoms of decreasing 
produce; and some of the beat foreheads, both in the east and west veins, are imme- 
diately over the water line, with the leads of gold striking down to the north. Robin- 
son’s vein only becomes productive after reachinga certain depth. The east vein has 
been opened up to the point where the schist rock begins to dip under the trap; it 
affords about 1}¢ ft. in width of paying quartz, and there is a sectional area of 30,000 
square feet above the water line yet untoched, which is expected to average as well 
as the ground already opened. The north foreheads are productive, and there appears 
80 diminution in the quantity of gold in that direction, where the quantity of ground 
may be estimated at 30,000 square feet sectional area. The amount of paying quartz 
above the water line may be set down at (i000 toas. A considerable proportion of the 
quartz now being raised from this vein is classed as seconds, the first-cluss quartz 
being found on the water line. There is about 30,000 equare feet of whole ground in 
sight; and, as 3 ft. in width of the vein is taken out, this should yield 6000 tons of paying 
quartz. Considering the richness of the veins, there is a fair chance of finding a very 
productive lead of alluvial gold in thisground. Mr. A. RB. C. Selwyn, the Government 
geologist, also reports that the Clunes quartz reefs are, he believes, the first which 
Were ever worked for gold in Victoria, and, though exceeding! rich, have hitherto 
only been worked superficially, and entirely without system. This has arisen partly 
from the want of capital and proper machinery, and partly from the constant disputes 
arising between the miners and the owner of the property. These difficulties, after 
having lasted for upwards of six years, arc now arranged, and, the rich quartz reefs 
of Clunes are in a fair way of being thoroughly explored. The geological position of 
the sandstones and shales in which the reefs occur is probably near the base of the 
lower Silurian formation. They present no peculiar features, but are, in geological 
age, and all other respects, similar to the rocks of Bendigo, Forest Creek, Maryboro’, 
Tarrengower, and Ballarat, The whole of the underground works which he examined, 
accompanied by Mr. Charles Harvey, under whose able superintendence these opera- 
tions are now being conducted, are in exce!lent order, the only exceptions being where 
some of the old workings have been cut into. In the four veins there will be nearly 
one mile of workable reef, which would yield, supposing it not to average more than 
2 ft. thick, and to be workable to a depth of only 300 ft., upwards of 150,000 tons of 
quartz.

He 
proposed three chambers, one above the other, and his furnace was at one end of 
the lower chamber.

‘J. 8.” is not, therefore, far from fact in de- 
scribing it as a complication of Dr. Gurlt’s invention. We do not recollect that 
any similar patent has been taken out in England, and have not heard that it has

Sarery-tamps.—I read a notice some few weeks since in your Journal, calling upon 
Mr. Struvé to show the advantage to be derived from the use of a conical shaped 
safety-lamp, and to which I have not yet seen areply. I regret this, as it may be 
supposed he has found some diffleulty, or, indeed, that the invention is impracti- 
cable. The @ifficuity of keeping the top of the cone cool is, in my opinion, insu- 
perable, but [ have heard another objection urged. It is acknowledged that the 
quantity of light emitted through a gauze lanp in a great measure depends on the 
gauze being kept clean, yet, according to Mr. Struvé’s arrangement, there isevery 
facility offered for collecting soot in the gauze, and it is much questioned also whe- 
ther there would not be danger of tlie soot igniting, and, if so, his lamp would be 
no more safeguard against explosion than a naked light. I think, if it be only for 
the benefit of science, Mr. Struvé should give explanations upon the points re- 
ferred to.—Z. A.

she will be propelled by 25. 0-boree power,-with side sails, which will extend 8600 
equare fect of canvas.

Mixtno SpecvuLation.—A correspondent from Cardiff writes that he cordially agrees 
in many of the remarks that have appeared in the Journal, as to mining being a 
safe investment. He, however, regrets that in several instances incompetent per- 
sons are placed in situations they are not capable of fulfilling, and recommends 
that none bat practical peopie be employed. No change can take place in the pre- 
sent method unless a better system be inaugurated. In very many cases the share- 
holders leave all supervision to the committee,—these, too often, are entirely de- 
pendent upon the seoretary ; the consequence is that the mine is entirely raled 
one party. If proprietors would attend meetings and look after their own inte- 
rests, many of these complaints could not occur. There is often a great difficult 
in obtaining gentlemen to serve on a committee; they are fearful of the res - 
bility, cannot afford the time, besides various other excuses which are brought for 
ward, such as distance of habitation, want of knowledge, &c. One or two active 
men may effect mach, but when their efforts are paralysed by nepotism, favouri 
or inefficiency, they become powerless for good. The shareholders have always the 
remedy in their own hands, and they should use it, without respect to persons, 
whenever they think it will be beneficial to the common weal. 
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The experiments, of which we gave a report in last week’s Journal, 
will constitute a valuable addition to what is at present known with re- 
gard to the means of obtaining good results in the use of coal, with a di- 
minution of the inconveniences that have in many instances appeared so 
formidable. The results of these experiments will also havea higher de- 
gree of interest for practical men, from the circumstances under which 
they have been obtained. Being derived from eeveral hundreds of recorded 
observations, extending over a period of several years, they naturally have 
a greater significance than mere isolated trials. The attention, also, which 
they appear to have excited in Manchester may be taken as a test 
of their importance. Under these circumstances it will not be superfluous 
to direct the attention of our readers to some of the facts brought out by 
these observations. 

The advantage gained by the arrangement of a supplementary boiler, 
or vessel for heating the feed water by means of the heated gaseous pro- 
ducts of combustion, amounting to as much as 15 per cent., is of sufficient 

nitude to make a very considerable difference in the cost of working 
boilers which, like those used by Mr. Graham, do not afford such facili- 
ties for the absorption of heat as the Cornish boilers, This result, as well 
as those relating to different boilers, are especially interesting, from the 
fact that the boilers were working under the same circumstances, and with 
the same fuel. They are, therefore, strictly comparable, and show the 
comparative efficiency or capability of the boilers: —

burned where they ought to have been—namely, in the fire itself, Thy 
was certainly the case in the Newcastle experiments, and in those referrej 
to ia the Journal some weeks om © having been made by Mr, Hop. 
kinson, at the Meltham Mills. In Mr, Houldsworth’s very careful exper. 
ments on this subject also, the boiler, in its ae condition, was givi 
the very low result of 5°05 and 6°21 pounds of water evaporated freak 
pound of coal consumed ; and even when air was admitted by the ip 
or furnace door the results were much lower than those obtained by Mr, 
Graham, being with Clifton coal, on the average, less than 7 pounds 
water evaporated for cach pound of coal consumed.

CHE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.) 

Maacu 18.—The recent reduction of the price of copper, and the down- 
ward tendency of the standard, have thrown a temporary shade over min- 
ing business; but there can be little doubt that a different state of things 
will soon take place. Although the copper standard has declined within 
the last fortnight or three weeks, it should be remembered that it is still 
a good standard; though not quite so high as in the spring of 1857, it is 
about the same as at the end of March, 1856. For the present, the re- 
duction of the standard has had the effect of somewhat throwing down 
the prices of dividend shares, which now afford a good opportunity to 
capitalists. Many who took advantage of the low prices at tho end of 
1857 have since realised large profits; and those who then invested will 
not soon again see shares so much depressed, but will receive good in- 
terest on their capital, The present dulness uf the market, although to a 
less degree than at Christmas, again gives buyers a good opportunity. 

The highest price given by the smelters for ore copper (i.¢.as much ore 
as will make a ton of fine copper) was, on Feb. 11, and from that time 
to March 11, prices have thus fluctuated: February 11, 103/. 7s. per ton ; 
Feb. 18, 101/, 12s.; Feb. 25, 1027, 1s.; March 4, 987. 88,; March 11, 962. 

The Cornish iron mines are attracting more notice than they have done 
of late years. In the districts of Lostwithiel and St. Austell iron ores of 
good quality have for many years been produced. In the parishes of Per- 
anzabuloe and Cubert iron lodes have also been found; one of the mines 
in Cubert is capable of shipping 1000 tons monthly to the smelting works 
in Wales, where the ores realise 14s. and 15s. per ton. The ore is raised 
in a very cheap way ; the iron lode is of immense size, and the operations 
are in the nature of a quarry, there being no underground workings or 
water charges, In some of the districts in West Cornwall iron lodes also 
exist, and where they are situate near shipping ports, and are of good 
quality, they will no doubt pay a handsome profit for working. In the 
neighbourhood of Penzance, and in the district between that and Fal- 
mouth, there are iron lodes, some of which are likely to be opened, andif 
the trials made are successful, the mines will be worked, and add to the 
resources of the great mineral district of West Cornwall. 

There have been enquiries for some of the shares of rising progressive 
mines during the past week; but, generally, business has been ona limited 
scale, West Basset is looking well in several points; the lode in the end 
of the 65 west is worth from 30/. to 40/. perim. There is also a better 
report of Great Alfred than there has been for some time. East Basset 
shares have somewhat declined, the mine being less productive. North 
Roskear has opened some good ore ground, and will be in a posilion to 
increase samplings. Grambler has a good lode in the shaft, and the 36 
end is productive, and likely to improve. South Tolgus continues to look 
well at several points. Clijah is being worked in a spirited mamer, and 
there are good reasons for copes successful results with more develop- 
ment, est Fowey Consols is attracting more notice in West Corn- 
wall; the mine, there is no doubt, will become at increasingly valuable 
property. Boiling Well seemed likely to make a good mine before now ; 
there is a promising lode in the engine-shaft upwards of 5 ft. wide, Wheal 
Margery is not looking so well in the American shaft, but the pitches are 
tolerably productive, and there is a good lode in Wellesley’s shaft. At 
Tolvadden a rich course of ore has becn driven through, and the mine will 
increase samplings; the mine is so good at a shallow level that some per- 
sons doubt the continuance in depth ; that, however, is being proved with 
all possible dispatch. In the St. Agnes district mining is generally dull ; 
Wheal Ellen, however, is increasing samplings, and the neighbouring 
mine, South Ellen, is prosecuted with activity. The shares in most of 
the tin mines have lately shown a declining tendency. For Mill Pool 
shares there have been enquiries, consequent on the improvement of the 
mine, and the discovery of a new and promising lode; shares have ad- 
vanced, and will probably go higher. Wheal Providence continues very 
roductive; shares from 752, to 80/. Wheal Margarets, 52/. and 55/ 
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he price of tin, which has now declined, is likely, «ftor a short interval,” 
to go up again, as exportations are taking place to the United States, 








which country is now taking back some of the foreign tin which was sent 
over to us at the time of the commercial crisis, _ 

In the Corawall County Court, last week, an action was brought on 
judgment of the Stannary Court. It appears that the Vice-Warden has 
power to commit on actions for debt when above 20/.; whilst the judge 
of the County Court is not restricted to that amount, but may commit on 
sums below 20/. when judgment is not complied with. The Corwall 
Assizes commences to-day at Bodmin, and much interest will be felt in the 
coming case between West Basset and South Frances Mines. Itis thought 
the parties will come to a settlement, and not take the case into court. 

The electric telegraph to Falmouth has had the effect of attracting to 
that port a greatly increased number of vessels for orders. In the month 
of January, 1857, the number of vessels that entered the port for orders 
was 66; in January, 1858, the number was 254. The telegraphic com- 
munication from Falmouth to London and other places has become a con~- 
siderable source of revenue to the Telegraph Company. The messages sent 
on account of the shipping are so numerous as to be producing at the rate 
of 4000/. a year; and the messages received must amount to about the 
same sum, This arises from the favourable position of Falmouth as the 
most westerly port for shipping arriving from abroad to call for orders. 
The three towns of Penzance, Redruth, and Truro will also now bave the 
advantage of electric communication with the metropolis. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES.) 

Marcu 18,—Very little alteration has taken place in any department of 
our trade since last week, and there are few fresh incidents to record. The 
increased consumption of iron in Australia leads to favourable expecta- 
tions from that quarter, and efforts will be made to obtain orders from 


thence. The last reports from the colony encourage anticipations ofa 
lucrative business in English metals at no very distant day. 

We have adverted in previous letters to the increases which have re~ 
cently been made in the docks at Newport and Cardiff, and improvements of asimilar 
eharacter are now being carried out in Swansea. At present the Western Docks are 
in course of repair, and four steam-engines are at work to clear out the water and 
mud, previous to making enlargements. The copper trade of this port continues to 
increase in value, an the universal depression which exists at present does not affect 
it to any serious extent. 

Two Colliers have been charged at the Aberdare Police Court with working with 
open lamps at the Abergwawr Colliery, contrary to th: rules. Thomas Beddoe, the 
overman, stated in his examination that the fireman made him acquainted with the 
offence of which the defendants bad been guilty, and one of them acknowledged to 
the Bench that he did open his lamp to give a boy alight. In neither case was there 
any proof that the rules had been supplied to the men, and consequently the magis- 
trates could not convict. 

We understand that the coal field in the upper part of the Ely Valley, known as 
the mineral estate of Penrhiwfyn, belonging to Mr. Lewis, of Green Meadow, has 

n taken by Messrs. S. Davies and Son, of the Gyfeillion Colliery. The estate is 
very productive, and the firm who will now work it will, doubtlese, greatly develope 
its resources. f 

The inquest on the cotliery explosion at Mountain Ast. has concluded. All the wit- 
nesses were ananimous on one point—that they could not account for the cause of the 
accident, and the only reasonable explanation offered was that the fall of several pillars 
interfered with the current of air, and allowed the gas toaccumulate. It waselicited 
that pipes and matches had been taken into the pit; and the jury, in giving their 
verdict —that of ** Accidental Death ” — urged that such practices should be probibited. 

An enquiry of some importance, with reference to the property of the Newport 
Dock, took place on Tuesday before the magistrates in thattown. The mud which is 
being dredged out of the new dock is emptied into the River Usk, to the detriment, it 
is said, of the navigation, Pilots and other witnesses were called to prove that these 
deposits of mud filled up the river, and rendered it impossible for ships to get up so 
freely as they formeriy could. On the other hand, an equal number of witnesses de- 
posed that the mud could not possibly do injury, in the way it was deposited, and that 
it would be more likely to do good than harm. The magistrates fined the contractor 
under the company for the removal of the mud 40s, ad coste, and application has 
been made to the Admiralty to prevent a repetition of the offence. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DUBHAM. 

Maxcu 18.—We have a slight improvement to report in the Coal 
Trade here this week. The weather has again become favourable for 
shipping, which has caused a little more activity in the shipping of coal. 
We have to note also an improvement in the rate of freights. 

The South Durham Coal Trade has somewhat improved—the termi- 
nation of the s'rikes at the Witton Park and Middlesboro’ Works having 
assisted to effect this improvement. ‘ : 

At an influential meeting of gentlemen from the various public bodies 
in Newcastle, Shields, Sunderland, Stockton, &c., held on Thursday, @ 
resolution was passed to the effect that the extension and improvement of 
existing harbours on the north-east coast could be effected at less cost and 
with better results than the formation of a single new harbour of refuge. 

The period is now approaching when the yearly hinzg® of the colliers, 
or “bindings,” as they are called in this district, take place (that is, when yearly 
bindings have been again resorted to, as they are as yet far from beii'g universal) ; 
some of them will take place on Saturday next. We are not aware that the custom 
of yearly bindings for this class of men exists in any other district in this ocuntry; 
yet on the Tyne and Wear it was the universal practice from time immemorial pp to 
the year 1844. In that year, it will be remembered, a great strike took place—tbat 
is, a general strike throughout the district ; and it may, perhaps, be useful and ite 
teresting to notice the leading events of that period. Previously a combined action 
was always carried on by the coalowners, who regulated the price of coal and also 
the prices paid to the colliers at their periodical meetings. Those were the palmy 
days for the northern coal trade, as they bad almost exclusive possession of the 
London market, and also the markets on the whole of the east coast. This comb 
action of the coalowners caused a similar combination among the colliers, and when 
disputes arose often resulted in general strikes; the last occurred in the year above 
mentioned, which continued about five months. This protracted rtruggle was mainly 
caused by the introduction by the owners of the monthly bond, which ultimately the 
men were obliged to agree to. The results of that strike, and also of the mon ly 
bond, have been remarkable, so much so, that it may properly be designated a com~- 
plete revolution. We have stated that the strike was general on the Tyne and Wear ; 
strictly speaking this is not correct, as some exceptions occurred, at a few of the 
collieries the workmen agreeing to the propored conditions, and at those places 
continued working. Now, it must be noticed that previous to this period the yearly - 
vend of each colliery was fixed by the Coal Trade Board according to the extent of 
the plant, &c.; and those collieries that were worked during this strike were, of 
course, worked to their utmost power, indeed much more than the vend allotted to 
them; and when the proper time arrived those parties refused to account for the 
surplus. The ccneequences were the totai breaking up of the vend system, The re- 
sults of those important changes were a free trade in coal and a free trade in labour ; 
consequently, we have had no more genera! strikes and few local ones. And during 
the last three years, the coal trade having been brisk and labour somewhat scarcer, 
wages have risen very much, and have been perhaps higher than at any former 
period. At one large colliery the earnings of the workmen have been (that is from 
January 1 to December 31, 1857) on the average for each working day 4s. 6d.; and 
at another, for the same period, 4s. 3d.; and it must be recollected that the owners 
provide in addition to this a dwell house and coal for the payment of 6d. per 
fortnight. The only other deductions being for powder and candles consumed; and 
what is termed “laid out” and “ set out,” or fines for foul coal, and short measure 
or weight. And here we may notice that an account of the earnings of the workmen 
at a large colliery for the year 1843, being the year previous to the strike alluded to, 
lies before us, which shows that the average earpings for each working | was 
3s. 74/d., 80 that we have here a difference in favour of the workmen of 10//d, in one 
case, and 7 4d, per day in the other. 

But to revert again to the period of hiring. It has been found that the monthly 
agreement has caused a very great amount of moving about, especially by the un~- 
settled or worst part of the workmen; and as the colliery proprietors furnish carts, 
&c., for the removal of the furniture of workmen engaged by them, a great addi- 
tional expense has been entailed upon them. These, and other reasons, have induced 
a portion of them to resort to the old system of yearly bonds, which have taken place 
at many important places the last two years, and, of course, the time for their re- 
newal is looked forward to with some anxiety by all concerned. The present dull 
state of the coal trade will, no doubt, cause some reductions to be made. 

Wuirsy.—aAs this district has, within the last 12 months, attracted con- 
siderable notice, from the discovery of some very rich ironstone bands, it 
will, doubtless, interest many of your readers to have a description of the 
geological position of the strata, and the average percentage of the dif- 
ferent bands of iron ore. Forseveral years two iron-works have been in 
operation working the clay ironstone (which is identical with the Cleve- 
land ironstone), and they have shipped large quantities of it to Losh, Wilson, and 
Beil, Bulmer and Co, and the Birtley Company, at Newcastle. These iron-works 
have been carried on very spiritedly by Mrs. Clark and the Whitby Ironstone Com- 
pany; the average percentage of the stone is about 28% of metallic iron. Three 
years ago the Eskdale Ironstone Company opened out works iu the clay ironstone at 
Sleight’s Bridge, four miles nearer Whitby than the other works, and bave shipped 
large quantities of the ore to the same jronmasters at Newcastle; the average per- 
centage of this stone is about 30 of metallic iron.’ At an elevation of about 200 feet 
above these clay bands there is another, known by the name of the Dogger band, and 
it is only within these last two or three years that ite real commercial value has been 
ascertained. It is much richer than the clay ironstone, ranging from 28 to 50 per 
cent. of metallic iron, besides its friable nature, not requiring in the furnace that 
quantity of hematite to cause it to flux as is necessary with theclay ironstone. The 
clay ironstone bands are known as the Pecten and Avicular. The Avicular is the 
lowest, which is about 4 ft. thick, and is separated from the Pecten above it by about 
30 ft. of shale. The Pecten is about 4% ft. thick, but with the shale intervening is 
from 5 to 6 ft. thick ; then immediately on the alum rock, and 200 ft. above, is the 
Dogger band, which is from 5 to 15 ft. thick. Above the Dogger band there is a suc- 
cession of freestone bands, from 200 to 300 ft. thick, on the top of which there is an- 
other band of ironstone about 5 ft. thick. This band was discovered a few months 
ago near Whitby, in the property belonging to Mr. Turnbu!l, and that gentleman has 
had men employed opening it out; but from the great quantity of inferior stone that 
is mixed with the good, it is to be feared it will not become of any importance ; still 
as,this is the only plece whore this baud has been opened into, other may prove 
better, and there are pleaty of them contiguous to the North-Eastern way that 
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may be worked with profit. The Dogger band of ironstone crops out in the cliff along 
the beach, and the Eskdale Ironstone Company have opened out works about two 
miles north of Whitby, and have during these three years shipped large quantities 
of the ore to the tronmasters in the North. The band is about 5 ft. thick, and the 
stone in the far workings is found to be of much higher percentage, and more uni- 
form in quality, than it was at the outcrop. Five miles further a the beach the 
Victoria Iron Company have commenced works, and erected two biast-furnaces on | 
the spot. The Dogger band here is not more than 2 ft., buat the percentage ts from 
40 to 50 metallic iroa, They have also sunk shafts to the clay bands, which they 

have found very good. A little further on the beach are Seymour and Co. and Palmer | 
and Co.’s iron-works, both working the Dogger band, and have «bipped large quan- |

should s'r ke when the reduction was imposed; but that those employed at the other 
collieries, uumbering several thousands, were to accept their employers’ terms for 
the present, and to continue working, and, by liberal contributions, support the men 
On strike at the two above-mentioned collieries until the owners of them shall be 
compelled to give in to the demand of the men. After succeeding at these collieries, 
they purpose selecting two more, and adopting the -ame plan for the accomplishment 
of their object. At Waterloo the strike continues, and on Saturday the Messrs, Fenton 
ordered their blast farnaces to be put out. At Messrs. Micklethwaite’s Wrenthorpe 
Colliery, it it is stated that no alteration is at present to be made in the wages; but 
recently the corves were enlarged, which is equivalent fully to 8d. a day per man. 

For a length of time the Duke of Newcastle has been making an attempt to find 
coal on his estate at Shireoaks, near Worksop. The undertaking was commenced on 

April 9, 1854, and the depth at present attained is about 240 yards. Three pares of 
men, altogether about 70 in number, are at present employed, and are si.king about 
14 feet ina fortnight. They expect to reach the main bed of coal (to-which it is cal- 
calated they have still 240 yards to sink) in October next.

THE IRON AND METAL TRADE OF SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON.) 

Marcu 18,—The Iron Trade in this district continues without any 
decided change. A very slight sign of the revival of the American trade 
appears, but working out of previous orders is now so complete, that those 
received are not nearly sufficient to keep all the works in full operation. 
Home orders come in slowly, and there is every prospect that the restor- 
ation of activity will be only very gradual. Prices of pig-iron remain 
unaltered, and a few of the first-class makers are realising those rates, 
having sold their make for the quarter; but others, in order to effect sales, 
have to submit to somewhat reduced terms—an abatement of about 2s. 6d. 
being necessary to tempt buyers. 

The colliers west of Dudley are manifesting a disposition to resist the 
reduction in their wages to which they have recently acceded. Those 
east of Dudley being now under notice for a reduction to a similiar 
amount have, it is said, urged the colliers on the western side to give a 
fortnight’s notice for the amount of the reduction to be restored to them, 
the argument employed being that coals have not been reduced in price, which, how- 
ever, is contrary to the fact, a dividend of 2s. per ton having taken place in the coal 
west ef Dudiey. The reason why the men in this part of the district retain the 
higher rate of wages, after a reduction has been effected in other localities, is that 
the coal they raise is largely employed for domestic purposes in and around Bir. 
mingham, as well gs for manufacturing purposes in the works ; and thecold weather, 
which is now suddenly departed, made this demand large. It appears hopeless for 
them, now that very fine weather has set in, to attempt resistance to a reduction 
which generally — through the district. 

At Longton Police Court, — Brown was charged with having neglected to 
deliver to Sydney Short a copy of the rules framed for collieries, thus contravening 
the Coal Mines Inspection Act. Mr. Harding (on behalf of Mr. Wynne, the Go. 
vernment Inspector) stated that the prosecution was brought in consequence of a 
fatal accident which occurred at the Fenton Park Colliery some time ago, evidence 
having been given at the inquest which showed that notoneof the men employed under 
the defendant had received a copy of the rules. The magistrates considered offences 
of this nature very serious, but as Mr. Harding did not press for the full penalty 
they would inflict only the half—20s., and coste 14s.; in default one month’s im- 
pri‘onment. On ancther charge of the same nature, defendant was fined the same sum, 

In the hardware trades there is at present nochange forthe better. The reduction 
in the price of tin declared on Saturday surprised no one. With a cessation for some 
months to come in the demand for Australia, and the necessary limitation of pur- 
chases from the greatly restricted earnings of the mass of the population for so many 
months, it seems hardly likely that anything likea brisk trade will beexperienced for the 
next six montis. The unsettled aspect of affairs in France, and the uncertain 
tenure of office by the present Government, no doubt contribute to check the revival 
of that confidence without which no active restoration of trade can be hoped for. 

Farther informations and convictions against charter masters, and owners of works 
end collieries, for violations of the Track Act have occurred this week, and one im- 
portent point has been pretty well settled. In the case of the Messrs. G. H. and A. 
Hickmen, cheques for small sums, drawn upon a bank some six miles away from 
the works, were given in payment of wages. These the men take to the “‘ tommy 
shop,” where they receive the principal part in goods and a balance in money. The 
defendants, through their attorney, pleaded that the issue of cheques for amounts 
under 206. was illegal, and subjected them toa penalty of 20/. However, convictions 
in four casesin the sum of 5/. were agreed to, the other three cases being withdrawn,

Goutp Fisips.—The news from the gold fields is not of much impor- 
tance. Those that etand highest in the estimation of the miners at the present time 
are Bell’s Flat, Areluen, and a new rush near Major’s Creek, in the southern; Ade- 
long Quartz Reef and Louisa Creek, in the western, or Bathurst; and the Rocky 
River, in the northern, or New England district. On our late visit to the southern 
district the miners on Bell’s Fiat were prohibited working by the proprietors of the 
land, Lady Seymour and Admira! Hawkins; and It was reported that the stoppage 
arose from the intention of the agent of those parties to lease the auriferous ground 
to panies having jent capital to work it on a large scale. tless, capital 
judiciously invested in those flats would meet with ample returns. In Areluen a 
man by the name of Byrns is making bis “‘ pile” quietly. He employs about thirty 
men, the majority of whom are engaged in stripping the covering in one or two lifts, 
sccording to the depth, and the others follow in removing the auriferous bed, which 
isat once siniced, Byrns himself attending to the drop. Adelong, in the central, or 
rather Goulbourn district, is making some stir by working extensively the quartz 
reefs, and, according to the last reiiable accounts, had 20,000 tons ready for crushing. 
The intslligence from the Rocky River, or northern district, is aot so promising, the 
weather having been exceedingly dry during the summer, and most of the works, 
therefore, at a stand still for the want of water. The diggings around the Biack 
Ridge, near Albury, which have been lately discovered, are likely to prove of impor- 
tance; and it is ramoured that the Murray is to be diverted, for the purpose of sluic- 
ing, there being no other means of obtaining a supply of water for that purpose. 
The great feature of the Victoria diggings this month is the number of large nuggets 
that have been found, some of them of great value, and the reworking of old ground, 
which has been attended in some cases with unexpected large returns. Beyond 
these the diggings are rather dull, so much so that the miners are leaving in great 
numbers for New South Wales, New Zealand, and other places, with the bope of bet- 
tering themselves. As if to make up for the general gloom at present manifested in 
the mining world of this hemisphere, there is a rumour in circulation of gold field 
discoveries having been recently made to the northward, in the Moreton Bay colony, 
rivalling in auriferous richness the once celebrated fields of Ballaratand Mount Alex- 
ander. The site is said to be about 30 miles from Mr. Etliott’s station, in the Leit- 
chardt distri¢t, and the lucky discoverer a Captain Si de. This app almost

exorbitant rate of wages claimed by the workmen at the time. warts were 
ereoted under the superintendence of Mr. J. L. Morgan, formerly of Cwm Avon, in 
Glamorganshire, who is still a shareholder in the company. The Australian 
Agricultural Company have latterly introduced locomotives to bring the coals from 
the pits to the shipping place at Newcastle, where it sold for the m sum of 15a, 
per ton, and the Copper see A are enlarging their roads for the same purpose, 
The distance from the mines the shipping place does not in either case exceed 
three miles, and some of the pits are much nearer.
